Holland, who was introduced by 
Miss Frances Barks, program 
chairman, told his audience. 

He said the amount of counsel- 
ing and treatment is dependent 
on the amount of facilities avail- 
able. Care and treatment are 
never adequate for this reason. 

Quoting national statistics he 
said today 1,000,000 people in the 
U. S. need treatment. Last year 
there were 100,000 attempted sui- 
cides. Today, there are 3,000,000 
with criminal records in the U.S. 
The draft of World War II un- 
covered the staggering problem 
of the mentally distrubed when 
1,500,000 men were rejected or 
discharged ‘because of mental 
disturbance or emotional disor- 
ders. 

Mental and emotional prob- 
lems of workers cost millions of 
dollars in lost wages for the in- 
dividual and production for in- 
dustry, he said. Insecurity on

Number One Problem 


“Emotional disturbance has 
become the number one problem 
in the U. S. today’’, Dr. Holland 
said. “‘The Communists play up- 
on this insecurity and propagan- 
dize with great success.’’ 

Dr. Holland assured his hear- 
ers there is a positive side. Al- 
though one in 10 people in the 
U.S. will need some degree of 
help in their lifetime, the present 
mentally disturbed are only three 
percent of the total population. 
Many efforts are being made to 
solve the problem and four ap- 
proaches are, education to the 
awareness of the problem; men- 
tal maturity of the individual 
achieved through working in 
groups with © others; mental 
health agencies from local to in- 
ternational levels which work to 
educate, help the homeless and 
the displaced;- and through psy- 
chiatric treatment. 


Training of personnel] and ex- 
pansion of community health or- 
ganizations is a vital preventive 
factor, he explained, as are legis- 
lation and research, 


Gives Definition 


Dr. Holland defined a mentally 
healthy person as one who is 
well adjusted, emotionally ma- 
ture, able to cope with the prob- 
lems of his life, to shape his en- 
vironment or adapt himself to 
it and to respect others. Such a 
person feels comfortable within 
himself and with his ability and 
lives within the moral code of 
society. Mental health, the doc- 
tor said, is a positive state of 
well being. 


Dr. Holland explained that 
group clinic discussion is avail- 
able on two evenings a week for 
clubs ‘and organizations. The 
Family ‘service agency works 
with individuals, families, 
schools, and juvenile authorities. 
No one is turned away for lack 
of funds, he explained. The 
phone number for those wishing 
further information is 61-2273.

Excess Tax Rate 


Harold W. Cook, superintendent 
of Upland School district, today 
| pointed out the need of raising 
teachers’ salaries by means of 
an increase in the excess tax 
rate to be voted on May 17. 

Mr. Cook quoted from a sur- 
vey made by Northwestern uni- 
versity in early 1957 of the aver- 
age starting salaries for college 
;men as reported by 185 compa- 
inies: ‘‘In 1956 the starting aver- 
lage salary for men in the en- 
|gineering field was $4980, in the 
|accounting field the salary was 
| $4464, in the sales field the sal- 
ary was $4440 and the general 
| business trainee received $4356. 
These figures are compared with 
the starting salary of Upland 
teachers of $3900.’ | 
Evidence Substantial 

Mr. Cook went on to say fur- 
ther evidence that teachers’ sal- 
aries are too low and must be 
increased, 
|mately 40% of students complet- 
jing their work for teaching cre- 
dentials do not enter the teach- 
ling field but find jobs elsewhere 
paying higher salaries. There is 
a significant number of teachers 
who leave the teaching profes- 
sion to enter fields of industry, 
trade and commerce. 

Public schools in California are 
forced to employ 11,000 teachers 
on a provisional credential basis 
(teachers who have not complet- 
ed work for regular credentials).

Parent-Teacher Groups Give 


ae Answers To Tax V 


Some of the questions being 
asked by voters concerning the 
Upland School district’s excess 
tax rate election to be held May 
17 are answered below by the 
Associated Parent-Teacher 
Assns. of Upland which are urg- 
ing a ‘‘yes’”’ vote. 

Q—What is meant hy an excess 
tax rate election? 

A—The California Education 
code provides that the voters of 
a school district by simple major- 
ity vote are permitted to estab- 
lish a voted maximum tax rate 
greater than the statutory 90 
cents per $100 of asséssed valu- 
ation which supports elémentary 
education. 





Q—What is the proposal to be 
put before the voters on May 17? 

A—Shall the maximum tax 
rate in the Upland School district 
be increased from $1.20 per $100 
of assessed valuation (as voted 
ir. Nov., 1955) to $1.85 per $100 
of assessed valuation? 

Q—For what period of time will 
the proposed excess tax rate op- 
erate? 

A—For four years, beginning 
July 1, 1957, and ending June 30, 
1961. 

Q—wWhy is this excess tax rate 


j;election necessary at this time? 


A—The purpose of this election 
is two-fold. The average daily 
attendance in the school district 
has increased from 1665 to 2000 
in the past year requiring more 
school buildings, school supplies, 
equipment, etc. Increased enroll- 
ment requires an increased 
teaching staff. A higher salary 
schedule is necessary at this 


tyme to keep the existing well-|e 


trained teaching staff and ac- 
quire additional competent teach- 
ers. 

Q—What is the situation within 
the Upland School district re- 
garding salaries of teachers? 

A—The salary schedule for Up- 
lard teachers begins with a low 
of $3900 for which a Bachelor’s 
degree and regular credentials 
are required, A Master’s degree 
is required for fhe maximum 
high salary of $5500. A ‘majority 
of elementary teachers in Cali- 
fornia are now (1956-1957) being 
paid on schedules with maxi- 
mums ranging from $6000 to

Q—How do salaries paid teach- 
ers of Upland School district 
compare with salaries of teach- 
ers ir. other California school dis- 
tricts? 

A—The present schedule of 
$3900 to $5500 is at least $500 be- 
low normal for other California 
school districts. 

Q—Should salaries and wages 
for non-certificated personnel be 
increased? 

A—Yes. While not so far below 
the prevailing rates paid in other 
school districts as certificated 
salaries, increases are also in- 
dicated in this area. 

Q—What items of maintenance 
ard operation need additional 
financial support? 

A—(1) The amount budgeted 
for classroom supplies should be 
increased by $6000. (2) The 
amount budgeted for library, in- 
cluding supplementary textbooks, 


filmstrips, dictionaries, current 
events papers, etc., should be 
increased by $1500. (3) The 


amount budgeted for repair of 
buildings should be increased by 
$10,000. This money would be 
spent for such items as improved 
lighting for the lower floor of 
the Jurior High school building, 
modernization of the gas-steaim 
heaters at the Junior High 
school, more adequate district- 
wide painting program, etc. 

Q—What will be the annual 
cost to the taxpayer? 

A—The answer to this question 
is found by multiplying the as- 
sessed valuation of a given par- 
cel of property by .0065. For ex- 
ample on a house and lot with 
a real value of $10,000 and as- 
sessed valuation of $2500, the tax 
would be $16.25 per year. 

Q—What will be the effects 
upor. public education in Upland 
with the proposed increased ex- 
cess tax rate? 

A—Teachers will be employed 
who are adequately prepared by 
both training and experience to 
meet the many challenges which 
the modern elementary school 
classroom presents. The morale 
of emplovees will be improved, 
resulting in greater efficiency. 
Classroom supplies and _ other 
necessary teaching aids will be 
furnished in reasorable quantity 
as needed. A strong school build- 
ing maintenance program during 
the next four years will be guar- 
anteed. :
